The war'in Europe has cut ‘off the 
supply of platinum. © In “Deceniber 
this heaviest of metals seached the 
unprecedented price of $100 an ounce 
—four times the price im 1908, and 
fore than four times the. value of 
‘an ounce ‘of gold. The warring na- 
tions have forbidden their ‘citizens 
to export platinum, abecause it «is 
used in making\:munitions, and the 
consequent) skrortage has greatly -in- 
conyenienced manufacturers of fine 
jewelry and of electrical, phato- 
graphic, dental and surgical supplies. 
In. Germany many manufacturers 
have already substituted where they 
cay an alloy of rhodium and pall: id- 
ium, two other metals of the plati- 
num family. Instead of -platinum 
wire; American manufacturers of 
electrical supplies are using for the 
lead-imwires in electric lamps wire 
made of . nickel-chromium, metallic 
tungsten or molybdenum. For the 
ignition points of spark plugs they 
are using tungsten and for the ‘re- 
resistance wires of electric furnacts, 
molybdenum.
